The proposal for the schedul­ 
ing change had been presented 
by Cliff Penner of the faculty 
negotiating council to the board 
in two meetings before school 
had recessed for the holiday 
vacation. At those presenta­ 
tions, Penner had explained the 
proposal and said that the coun­ 
cilors, teachers and principal 
had favored the change. An 
independent survey taken by the 
students showed that the ma­ 
jority also favored it. 
The Independent Study Period,

will receive $1,549,714 as its 
share

federal aid funds for wildlife 
restoration, it was announced by 
Interior Secretary Walter Hick- 
el. 
The $13 million distribution 
supplements an apportionment 
of $18 million made last June, 
bringing the total for fiscal year

The federal monies came from

The Federal Wildlife Restor­ 
ation Act of 1937 makes the 
excise tax collected available to 
the interior Department. 
Distribution 
of

each year is based on area erf 
the state and the numbe r of hunt­ 
ing license holders. Since 1937, 
nearly $387 million has been 
provided to the states for the 
buying of land, research and 
sports-related projects. 
One of the most important con­ 
tinuing uses of this fund by the 
states is the acquisition of land 
for public hunting.

Inflation Produces 
Serious Dislocations

NEW 
YORK 
(AP) — Most 


people agree that persistent inf- 
lation produces serious dislo- 
cations in the economy of a na- 
tion, but most people also tend 
to believe that the damage is 
almost solely in the financial 
area. 
This isn't quite true. The fi- 
nancial damage is most easily 
observed, especially in Us ef- 
fects on those whose incomes do 
not keep pace with rising prices. 
But sociologists and others note 
a long list of other effects. 
Among them; 
—It threatens freedom. When 


Inflation reaches a dangerous 
rate, as many economists feel it 
has, there Is generally a clamor 
for controls on wages, prices 
and credit in order to stop the 
upward spiral. 
During 1969 there was a sur- 
prising rise in the number of 
businessmen who called for 
such controls. The Nixon ad- 
ministration Indicated that the 
rise was surprisingly strong, 
for business usually assumes a 
"hands off" attitude. 
Now, with inflation seeming to 


•defy the best intent! oned plans 
of the administration and the 
Federal Reserve, the attitude 
seems to persist and to pick up 
adherents 
among 
influential 


economic authorities. 
The immediate loss of a cer- 
tain amount of freedom might 
be small at first. But it's the 
precedent that counts. 


—It tends to produce a chaos 


of market values. 
Reliable 


standards become obscured by 
constant 
shifting 
of prices, 


wages, interest rates until it be- 
comes nearly impossible to rate 
the price of anything. 


—It tends to reduce the desire 


and ability to compete. A na- 
tion's goods become too expen- 
sive to sell abroad. And as for- 
eign goods become more com- 
petitive within a nation, indus- 
try and labor seek protection 
from government. 


—It leads to a deterioration 


in quality. With competition for 
goods greater than the supply, 
buyers are forced to overlook 
quality. 
Buyers also tend to 


buy regardless of quality; they 
have the money to do so, or feel 
they will have the money soon. 
They might complain, but they 
do buy. 


Quality deteriorates in anoth- 
er way also. With costs con- 
stantly rising, many manufac- 
turers are tempted to cut ex- 
penses by reducing the quality 
of parts and the number of man- 
ufacturing steps. 


The incentive for workers to 


perform to a very high standard 
often is underminded in the 
process. 


—Money Is siphoned off for 


luxuries while social needs are 
ignored. The current scramble 
for money is leaving many mu- 
nicipalities without funds for 
needed improvements. Indivi- 
duals get wealthy; their en- 
vironment deteriorates. 


—Judgment becomes clouded. 


With the expectation that money 
will be available tomorrow if it 
isn't today, families and busi- 
nesses are tempted to spend 
over their heads. The illusion 
exists that somehow the future 
will take care of everything. 


—Ethics 
deteriorate. 
The 


tendency exists for sellers of 
products and services—and that 
includes both industry and labor 
—to charge extravagant prices 
in hopes that, in the general 
pricing confusion, they can get 
away with it.

Inflation Produces 
Serious Dislocations

(A P ) - Most 
people agree that p ersisten t inf­ 
lation produces se rio u s dislo­ 
cations in the economy of a na­ 
tion, but most people also tend 
to believe that the damage is 
alm ost solely in the financial 
a re a . 
T his isn’t quite tru e . The fi­ 
nancial damage Is m ost easily 
observed, especially in its ef­ 
fects on those whose incomes do 
not keep pace with risin g prices. 
But sociologists and others note 
a long list of other effects. 
Among them.- 
—It threatens freedom . When 
inflation reaches a dangerous 
rate , as many econom ists feel it 
has, there is generally a clamor 
for controls on w ages, prices 
and credit in order to stop the 
upward spiral. 
During 1969 th ere was a su r­ 
prising rise in the number of 
businessm en 
who 
called for 
such controls. 
The Nixon ad­ 
m inistration Indicated that the 
ris e 
was surprisingly strong, 
for business usually assum es a 
"hands off” attitude. 
Now, with inflation seem ing to 
defy the best intentioned plans 
of the adm inistration and the 
F ed eral Reserve, the attitude 
seem s to persist and to pick up 
adherents 
among 
influential 
econom ic authorities. 
The immediate lo ss of a c e r­ 
tain amount of freedom might 
be sm all at first. But it’s the 
precedent that counts. 
—It tends to produce a chaos 
of m arket values. 
Reliable 
standards become obscured by 
constant 
shifting 
of 
prices, 
w ages, interest ra te s until it be­ 
com es nearly im possible to rate 
the p rice of anything. 
—It tends to reduce the desire 


and ability to com pete, a na­ 
tio n ’s goods become too expen­ 
sive to sell abroad. And as fo r­ 
eign goods becom e m ore com ­ 
petitive within a nation, indus­ 
try and labor seek protection 
from government. 
—It leads to a deteriorization 
in quality. With competition for 
goods greater than the supply, 
buyers are forced to overlook 
quality. 
Buyers also tend to 
buy regardless of quality; they 
have the money to do so, or feel 
they will have the money soon. 
They might com plain, but they 
do buy. 
Quality d eterio rates in anoth­ 
e r way also. 
W ith costs con­ 
stantly rising, many manufac­ 
tu re rs are tem pted to cut ex­ 
penses by reducing the quality 
of parts and the num ber of m an­ 
ufacturing steps. 
The incentive for w orkers to 
perform to a very high standard 
often is underminded 
in the 
p ro cess. 
—Money is siphoned off for 
luxuries while social needs are 
ignored. The cu rren t scram ble 
for money is leaving many m u­ 
nicipalities without funds for 
needed im provem ents. Indivi­ 
duals 
get 
wealthy; their en­ 
vironm ent d eterio rates. 
—Judgment becom es clouded. 
W ith the expectation that money 
w ill be available tom orrow if it 
isn ’t today, fam ilies and busi­ 
n esses are tem pted to spend 
over their heads. The illusion 
ex ists that somehow the future 
w ill take care of everything. 
—Ethics 
d eterio rate. 
The 
tendency exists for sellers of 
products and se rv ic e s—and that 
includes both industry and labor 
—to charge extravagant prices 
in hopes that, in the general 
pricing confusion, they can get 
away with it.

(A P ) - Mast 
people agree that persistent inf - 
laticm produces ser lo w dislo­ 
cations to the economy of a na­ 
tion, but most people also tend 
to believe that the damage Is 
almost solely in the financial 
area. 
This Isn’t quite true. The f i­ 
nancial damage is most easily 
observed, especially In Its ef­ 
fects on those whose Incomes do 
not keep pace with rising pr ices. 
But sociologists and others note 
a long list of other effects. 
Among them; 
—It threatens freedom. When 
Inflation reaches a dangerous 
rate, as many economists feel It 
has, there Is generally a clamor 
for controls on wages, prices 
and credit in order to stop the 
upward spiral. 
During 1969 there was a sur­ 
prising rise In the number of 
businessmen 
who 
called for 
such controls. The Nixon ad­ 
m inistration Indicated that the 
rise 
was surprisingly strong, 
for business usually assumes a 
"hands o ff’ attitude. 
New, with inflation seeming to 
defy the best intentioned plans 
of the administration and the 
Federal Reserve, the attitude 
seems to persist and to pick up 
adherents 
among 
influential 
economic authorities. 
The immediate loss of a c e r­ 
tain amount of freedom might 
be sm all at first. But It’s the 
precedent that counts. 
—It tends to produce a chaos 
of market values. 
Reliable 
standards become obscured by 
constant 
shifting 
of 
prices, 
wages, interest rates until it be­ 
comes nearly impossible to rate 
the price of anything. 
—It tends to reduce the desire 


and ability to compete, a na­ 
tion's goods become too expen­ 
sive to sell abroad. And as for­ 
eign goofs become more com­ 
petitive within a nation. Indus­ 
try and labor seek protection 
iron, government. 
—It leads to a deter lor Iza» ion, 
In quality. W ith competition for 
goods greater than the supply, 
buyers are forced to overlook 
quality. 
Buyers also tend to 
buy regardless of quality; they 
have the money to do so, or feel 
they w ill have the money soon. 
They might complain, but they 
do buy. 
Quality deteriorates In anoth­ 
er way also. W ith costs con­ 
stantly rising, many manufac­ 
turers are tempted to cut ex­ 
penses by reducing the quality 
of parts and the number of man - 
ufacturlng steps. 
The Incentive for workers to 
perform to a very high standard 
often Is underminded 
In the 
process. 
—Money Is siphoned off for 
luxuries while social needs are 
ignored. The current scram ble 
for money is leaving many mu­ 
nicipalities without funds for 
needed improvements. Indivi­ 
duals 
get 
wealthy; their en­ 
vironment deteriorates. 
—Judgment becomes clouded. 
W ith the expectation that money 
w ill be available tomorrow if it 
Isn’t today, fam ilies and busi­ 
nesses are tempted to spend 
over their heads. The illusion 
exists that somehow the future 
w ill take care of everything, 
—Ethics 
deteriorate. 
The 
tendency exists for sellers of 
products and services—and that 
Includes both industry and labor 
—to charge extravagant prices 
In hopes that, in the general 
pricing confusion, they can get 
away with it.

Buyers Still Unaware

Despite the fact that the law 
now requires interest rates on 
consumer loans to be stated as 
clearly as possible, the sus- 
picion exists that many buyers 
still are unaware of the impli- 
cations of the credit age. 


Clearly, credit as a way of life 


is not only firmly established 
but growing relentlessly,both in 
total amount and as a percent* 
age of disposable income. Close 
to $120 billion is outstanding, 
not including home mortgages. 


A proper 
understanding of 


credit may not be developing si. 
multaneously, however, and the 
failing seems to be shared by 
both borrower and lender. 


A survey by the Federal Re- 
serve Board in July 1969 showed 
considerable confusion among 
heads of households about the 
interest rates they paid on auto, 
mobile loans, department store 
credit and even home mort- 
gages. 
Since then the Truth-In-Lend. 
ing Law has gone into effect.re- 
quiring that lenders state the 
dollar amount 
of 
finance 


charges and the interest as a 
percentage. But can anyone eas- 
ily understand the charges on 
installment credit? 


Compounding the confusion is 


the sometimes incredible state 
of credit bookkeeping. Holders 
of some credit cards find it al- 
most impossible to get errors 
corrected. And in some stores 
the situation is as poor. 


Consider, for example, the 


problem involved in a payment 
made but not recorded promptly 
by the creditor. The creditor in. 
eludes the amount on the next 
bill, along with an interest 
charge. 
One month after the creditor 
does make note of the payment 


and deducts it from the balance. 
But does the interest charge 
also come off? Not always, and 
not many buyers are likely to 
spot the error either. 
Some users of credit suspect 
that the much touted efficien- 
cies of credit are not so real as 
advertised. They prefer instead 
to pay cash, seek a discount and 
keep their own records. 
In Montebello, Calif., the edi. 
tor of "Western Milk & Ice 
Cream," a Mr. Henry Adam 
Morse, complains: 
"Establishments accept credit 
cards willingly, waiting 30 days 
for their money less part of 
their profit, but when one offers 
cash and asks for a discount it 
produces a financial crisis that 
requires calling the manager." 
Several 
years ago Morse 


printed up some " DiscounUFor. 
Cash" cards and sent them to 
friends. 
Soon he was getting 


orders from all over the country 
for cards at three for $1, al- 
thdugh they cost him only one 
cent to print. 


So heavy were the orders, he 
says, that "for awhile I thought 
I had discovered perpetual mo- 
tion." What he bad discovered 
were individuals of similar 
sympathies. 
Another problem of the credit 
age is the matter of controls on 
the proliferation of bank credit 
cards that seem to appear in the 
mails as regularly as "cents, 
off" coupons. Although almost 
casually offered, these cards 
are an A.I claim on the lenda. 
ble funds of the dispensing bank. 


A customer might apply to a 


-teak for $600 in credit to pur. 
chase furniture to be turned 
down because of tight money. If 
he has the bank's credit card, 
however, he can buy that furni. 
ture without a question being 
asked. 


Tourist Attraction It Isn 'f 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif (AP) 
—The town is proud to be the 
site of President Nixon's West* 
ern White House, but a tourist 
attraction he isn't. 


"I guess you could say we've 
bad a reverse spinoff from this 
thine," says Gilbert Eselle, 
bead of the Chamber of Com. 
merce. "People think our town 
Is crowded now that the Presi- 
dent is here, so they don't 
come." 


At the San Clemente Inn — big. 
sM»t hotel In town—few cuests 
joined the presidential staff, 
which used shoot half the 120

aft the seams," says mesMfjer 
Omar Brews*. "It's jvst not 


true. Right now I'm ready to ac- 
commodate anyone who calls." 


Last August, when Nixon vis- 
ited, many hotels had vacancies 
—normally unheard of In the 
summer tourist season. 
"There was a story printed 
saying the Secret Service had 
taken over everything," recalls 
Eselle. "As a result, half the 
rooms In town were empty." 
Then there was the public's 
disappointment at not being 
able to see the picturesque 
Western White House. 
"We sttll sjtt a lot of UKnilrles 
from tourists asking If they can 
see the President's bome,"says 
Eselle. ««A lot of folks drive as 
fnr as the gate, IM o«t they 
esnt get ta sM leave town." 


Washington Merry-Go-ftound 


A Backroom Lobby 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — A powerful, 
unpublicized 
lobby has been 


working in the backrooms of 
Congress to let mutual fund 
operators feed greedily on mil- 
lions of small Investors. 
There are five million mu- 


tual fund shareholders, many 
of them salting away a few 
hundred dollars a year for a 
child's college or for retire- 
ment. Millions more belong to 
pension 
funds 
and investor 


groups which own mutual se- 
curities. 
For years, the mutual fund op- 
erators have been getting away 
with outrageous overcharges. 
By the industry's own dubious 
figures, 
investors paid out a 


shocking $190 million in ad- 
visory fees alone during the 
1969 fiscal year. 
Contract investors, who com- 


prise about 10 per cent of the 
mutual fund shareholders, of- 
ten pay 15 to 50 per cent of 
their investment to the voraci- 
ous fund hustlers. Mutual funds 
with reasonable fees have eith- 
er failed or had a hard time 
operating, 
because salesmen 


openly scorn the lower com- 
missions. 
Last year, the securities and 
exchange commission made a 
timid attempt to give the poor 
shareholders a break. It en- 
dorsed legislation that would 
protect the Investors from pay- 
ing unreasonable fees and per- 
mit them to collect refunds for 
overpayments. 


DOUBLE DEALING 


But the mutual fund lobbyists 


got busy in the backrooms to 
outmaneuver the SEC. An out- 
raged SEC chairman Hamer 
Budge came close to accusing 
them of an outright "double 
cross" in their dealings with 
the commission. 


He specifically named the In- 


vestment Company Institute and 
The Association of Mutual Fund 
plan sponsors, which represent 
90 per cent of the $55 billion 
in mutual fund assets in the Un- 
ited States. Their lobbyists, 
cool and convivial, demonstrat- 
ed their quiet skill at wheeling 
and double-dealing. 
Here's the backstage story of 
how they put the screws to the 
SEC and the small investors; 


In the past, the SEC had failed 


to curtail the mutual fund oper- 
ators' runaway fees, because 
of the magic they were able to 
work on Capitol Hill. But pub- 
lic pressure built up last year 
for reforms. 
The powers ta Congress ad- 
vised the SEC, in effect, to work 
up legislation that would molli- 
fy the public but still be accept- 
able to the mutual fund opera- 
tors. Last April, the SEC sat 
down with the brilliant president 
of the ICA, Robert Augenblick, 
to try to reach some agreement. 
In long days of talks, the SEC 
gave up one point after anoth- 
er. But finally, the SEC thought 
it had an agreement with Aug- 
enblick and other industry rep- 
resentatives that they would not 
block a bill, which would give 
shareholders a right to sue for 
fair fees and would make a few 
other reforms. 
Word 
of the "agreement" 


reached the Senate, which as- 
sumed that the securities Indus - 
try would not oppose the weak 
measure and, therefore, passed 
it unanimously. 
Months passed before House 
hearings were set for Nov. 12. 
Two days before the hearings, 
Augenblick informed a dumb- 
founded Budge that the mutual 
fund operators now also wanted 
a self-regulation clause in the 
bill. The effect of this would be 
to nullify the meager reforms. 


BEWILDERED BUDGE 


Budge had been so sure his 


agreement with the Industry 
was solid that he had mimeo- 
graphed his testimony and had 
sent 
advance copies 
to the 


House Committee, telling of the 
SEC agreement with the mutual 
fund men. Now, he was obliged 
to summon his aides to the of- 
fice on Nov. 11, the veterans 
Day holiday, to help him rush 
out a rewrite. 
Later 
Budge 
bitterly de- 


nounced the mutual fund repre- 
sentatives for welshing on their 
agreement. 
Reached by this column, spok- 


esmen for both the big mutual 
fund groups denied vehement- 
ly and at some length that they 
were doublecrosslng the SEC. 
David Grayson, speaking for 
the mutual fund plan sponsors, 
told my associate, Leslie Whit- 
ten, that it was all a "misund- 
erstanding." 


Explained Augenblick: "With 


the passage of time, it seemed 
that the self-regulation provi- 
sion was worth having." 


Under self-regulation, the mu- 


tual fund operators have been 
charging exorbitant fees and 
have been growing fat on the 
payments of their customers. 
Salesmen have tried to justify 
the avarclous fees with the 
claim that they are selling "se- 
curity." But the sorry perfor- 
mance of the average fund In 
1969 belies all talk of "secur- 
ity." 
It can be demonstrated statis- 
tically that a blindfolded man 
with a dart and a list of stocks 
would have done better, in many 
cases, than did the mutual fund 
operators. 
Meanwhile, the mutual fund re- 
forms are languishing in the 
House Commerce and Finance 
Subcommittee while the SEC 
tries to work out another a- 
greement with the glib opera- 
tors. 


Chairman 
John 
Moss, D- 


Calif., is fighting a lone battle 
inside the subcommittee for 
the reforms. He is opposed by 
representatives Bill Stuckley, 
D-Ga., G. Robert Watklns, R- 
Pa., and Fletcher Thompson, 
R -Ga., who are working behind 
the scenes with the mutual fund 
men to fleece the small inves- 
tors.

In the new cases, the two or 
three policemen were involved 
in pay-offs, use of narcotics 
and actual drug hustling.

Dear Mrs. R.: The bone in 


the center of 
the chest is 
c a l l e d the 
sternum. It is 
not unusual 
for some chil- 
dren to be 
born with a 
prominence of 
this bone or. 
as in the case 
of your child, 
with a depres- 
sion. The bulg- 


ing of the sternum is some- 
times referred to as a pigeon 
breast. Both are due to some 
abnormality in development. 
The pigeon breast usually does 
not interfere in any way with 
the growth of the child. 


Sometimes a deep funnel or 


hollow may limit the apace 
within the chest cavity and 
therefore put pressure on the 
lungs or the heart In severe 
cases these organs may be dis- 
placed out of their normal po- 
sition and cause some symp- 
toms. 


A funnel chest it known as 


pectus excavatum for which 
many excellent operations can 
now be performed. This re- 
leases the pressure put on the 
heart and lungs if they are 
displaced from their normal 
positions. Even in those cases 
where there are no medical 
reasons for surgery, there may 
be some psychological advan- 
tages for it. Adolescents must 
not be embarrassed by their 
physical images of themselves. 
Many excellent and safe oper- 
ations can now restore the 


shape of the chest and spare 
emotional distress.

Dear Mr. T.: I may be mis- 


taken, but the white rim that 
you notice is not around your 
pupil but rather ia around the 
whole center of the eye. or the 
cornea. If this is so, the con- 
dition is known as arcus sen- 
ills. It is an opaque ring which 
is seen frequently in the eld- 
erly and which rarely affects 
the vision. It does not mean 
that you are a greater candi- 
date for any eye trouble than 
if it were not present. 


The fact that your "age 


colleagues" do not have this 
light rim should not disturb 
you. I am certain that they 
have 
their own conditions 


which- may or may not be 
visible to you. 


This gives me a good op- 


portunity again to tell my 
readers that they cannot com- 
pare symptoms. Signs and 
symptoms belong only to the 
individual who has them, and 
they cannot be used as a 
frame of reference for self- 
diagnosis.

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Buyers Still Unaware

Despite the fact that the law 
now rpquires interest rates on 
consumer loans to be stated as 
clearly as possible, the sus­ 
picion exists that many buyers 
still are unaware of the impli­ 
cations of the credit age. 
Clearly, credit as a way of life 
is not only firmly established 
but grow mg relentlessly,both In 
total amount and as a percent­ 
age of disposable income. Close 
to $120 billion is outstanding, 
not including home mortgages. 
A 
proper 
understanding of 
credit may not be developing si­ 
multaneously, however, and the 
failing seems to be shared by 
both borrower and lender. 
A survey by the Federal Re­ 
serve Board in July 1969 showed 
considerable confusion among 
heads of households about the 
interest rates they paid on auto­ 
mobile loans, department store 
credit and even home mort­ 
gages. 
Since then the Truth-In-Lend­ 
ing Law has gone into effect,re­ 
quiring that lenders state the 
dollar amount 
of 
finance 
charges and the interest as a 
percentage. But can anyone eas­ 
ily understand the charges on 
installment credit? 
Compounding the confusion is 
the sometimes incredible state 
of credit bookkeeping. Holders 
of some credit cards find it al­ 
most impossible to get errors 
corrected. And in some stores 
the situation is as poor. 
Consider, 
for example, the 
problem involved in a payment 
made but not recorded promptly 
by the creditor. The creditor iiw 
eludes the amount on the next 
bill, 
along with an interest 
charge. 
One month after the creditor 
does make note of the payment 


and deducts it from the balance. 
But does the interest charge 
also come off? Not always, and 
not many buyers are likely to 
spot the error either. 
Some users of credit suspect 
that the much touted efficient 
cies of credit are not so real as 
advertised. They prefer instead 
to pay cash, seek a discount and 
keep their own records. 
In Montebello, Calif,, the edi­ 
tor of ««Western Milk & Ice 
Cream,” a Mr. 
Henry Adam 
Morse, complains: 
««Establishments accept credit 
cards willingly, waiting 30 days 
for their money less part of 
their profit, but whenoneoffers 
cash and asks for a discount it 
produces a financial crisis that 
requires calling the manager.” 
Several 
years 
ago 
Morse 
printed upsome*‘ DiscounLFor- 
Cash” cards and sent them to 
friends. 
Soon he was getting 
orders from all over the country 
for cards at three for $1 , al­ 
though they cost him only one 
cent to print. 
So heavy were the orders, he 
says, that ‘«for awhile I thought 
I had discovered perpetual mo­ 
tion.” What he had discovered 
were 
individuals 
oí sim ilar 
sympathies. 
Another problem of the credit 
age is the matter of controls on 
the proliferation of bank credit 
cards that seem to appear in the 
mails as regularly as ««cents, 
crff” coupons. Although almost 
casually offered, these cards 
are an A-l claim on the levia­ 
ble funds of the dispensing bank. 
A customer might apply to a 
-bank for $600 in credit to pur­ 
chase furniture to be turned 
down because of tight money. If 
he has the bank’s credit card, 
however, he can buy that furni­ 
ture without a question being 
asked.

W ashington M e rr y -G o -R o u n d 
A Backroom Lobby

WASHINGTON - A powerful, 
unpublicized 
lobby 
has been 
working in the backrooms of 
Congress to let mutual fund 
operators feed greedily on mil­ 
lions of small investors. 
There are five million mu­ 
tual fund shareholders, many 
of them salting away a few 
hundred dollars a year for a 
child’s college or for retire­ 
ment. Millions more belong to 
pension 
funds 
and investor 
groups which own mutual se ­ 
curities. 
For years, the mutual fund op­ 
erators have been getting away 
with outrageous overcharges. 
By the industry’s own dubious 
figures, 
investors paid out a 
shocking 
$190 
million in ad­ 
visory 
fees alone during the 
1969 fiscal year. 
Contract investors, who com­ 
prise about 10 per cent of the 
mutual fund shareholders, of­ 
ten pay 15 to 50 per cent of 
their investment to the voraci­ 
ous fund hustlers. Mutual funds 
with reasonable fees have eith­ 
er failed or had a hard time 
operating, 
because salesmen 
openly scorn the lower com­ 
m issions. 
Last year, the securities and 
exchange commission made a 
timid attempt to give the poor 
shareholders a break. It en­ 
dorsed legislation that would 
protect the investors from pay­ 
ing unreasonable fees and per­ 
mit them to collect refunds for 
overpayments. 


DOUBLE DEALING 
But the mutual fund lobbyists 
got busy in the backrooms to 
outmaneuver the SEC. An out­ 
raged SEC chairman Hamer 
Budge came close to accusing 
them of an outright “ double 
cross” In their dealings with 
the commissi« 1. 
He specifically named the In­ 
vestment Company Institute and 
The Association of Mutual Fund 
plan sponsors, which represent 
90 per cent of the $55 billion 
in mutual fund assets in the Un­ 
ited States. Thetr lobbyists, 
cool and convivial,demonstrat­ 
ed their quiet skill at wheeling 
and double-dealing. 
Here’s the backstage story of 
how they put the screws to the 
SEC and the small investors; 
In the past, the SEC had failed 
to curtail the mutual fund oper­ 
ators’ runaway fees, because 
of the magic they were able to 
work on Capitol Hill. But pub­ 
lic pressure built up last year 
for reforms. 
The powers in Congress ad­ 
vised the SEC, in effect, towork 
up legislation that would molli­ 
fy the public but still be accept­ 
able to the mutual fund opera­ 
tors. Last April, the SEC sat 
down with the brilliant prestdent 
of the ICA, Robert Augenblick, 
to try to reach some agreement. 
In long days of talks, the SEC 
gave up one point after anoth­ 
er. But finally, the SEC thought 
it had an agreement with Aug­ 
enblick and other industry rep­ 
resentatives that they would not 
block a bill, which would give 
shareholders a right to sue for 
fair fees and would make a few 
other reforms. 
Word 
of 
the 
“ agreement” 
reached the Senate, which a s­ 
sumed that the securities indus­ 
try would not oppose the weak 
measure and, therefore, passed 
it unanimously. 
Months passed before House 
hearings were set for Nov. 12. 
Two days before the hearings, 
Augenblick Informed a dumb­ 
founded Budge that the mutual 
fund operators now alsowanted 
a self-regulation clause in the 
bill. The effect of this would be 
to nullify the meager reforms. 


BEWILDERED BUDGE 
Budge had been so sure his 
agreement with the industry 
was solid that he had mimeo­ 
graphed his testimony and had 
sent 
advance 
copies 
to the 
House Committee, telling of the 
SEC agreement with the mutual 
fund men. Now, he was obliged 
to summon his aides to the of­ 
fice on Nov. 11, the Veterans 
Day holiday, to help him rush 
out a rewrite. 
Later 
Budge 
bitterly de­ 
nounced the mutual fund repre­ 
sentatives for welshing on their 
agreement. 
Reached by this column, spok­ 
esmen for both the big mutual 
fund groups denied vehement­ 
ly and at some length that they 
were doublecrossing the SEC. 
David Grayson, speaking for 
the mutual fund plan sponsors, 
told my associate, Leslie Whit­ 
ten, that it was all a “ misund­ 
erstanding.” 
Explained Augenblick: “ With 
the passage of time, it seemed 
that the self-regulation provi­ 
sion was worth having.” 
Under self-regulation, the mu­ 
tual fund operators have been 
chargtng exorbitant fees and 
have been growing fat on the 
payments of their customers. 
Salesmen have tried to justify 
the avarctous fees with the 
claim that they are selling “ se ­ 
curity.” But the sorry perfor­ 
mance of the average fund in 
1969 belies all talk of “ secur­ 
ity.” 
It can be demonstrated statis­ 
tically that a blindfolded man 
with a dart and a list of stocks 
would have done better, in many 
cases, than did the mutual fund 
operators. 
Meanwhile, the mutual fund re ­ 
forms are languishing in the 
House Commerce and Finance 
Subcommittee while the SEC 
tries to work out another a- 
greement with the glib opera­ 
tors. 
Chairman 
John 
Moss, D- 
Calif., is fighting a lone battle 
inside the subcommittee for 
the reforms. He is opposed by 
representatives Bill Stuckley, 
D-Ga., G. Robert Watkins, R- 
Pa., and Fletcher Thompson, 
R-Ga., who are working behind 
the scenes with the mutual fund 
men to fleece the small inves­ 
tors.

POLICE CORRUPTION 
The narcotics underworld in 
the 
nation’s capital has suc­ 
ceeded in enlisting two, per­ 
haps three, more policemen. 
Their cases are on the way toa 
federal grand Jury. 
At least once, a police car was 
used to transport narcotics. 
City and federal officials have 
refused all comment. However, 
this column correctly reported 
on Nov. 26 that several police 
officers were under investiga­ 
tion.

South Carolina 
Dear Mrs. R.: The bone in 
the center of

sternum. It is 
not u n u s u a l 
for some chil- 
d r e n t o be 
. bom w i t h a 
I prominence of 
j this bone or, 
as in the case 
of your child, 
with a depres­ 
sion. The bulg­ 
ing of the sternum is some­ 
times referred to as a pigeon 
breast. Both are due to some 
abnormality in development. 
The pigeon breast usually does 
not interfere in any way with 
the growth of the child. 
Sometimes a deep funnel or 
hollow may limit the space 
within the chest cavity and 
therefore put pressure on the 
lungs or the heart. In severe 
cases these organs may be dis­ 
placed ou’ of their normal po­ 
sition and cause some symp­ 
toms. 


A funnel chest is known as 
pectus excavatum for which 
many excellent operations can 
now be performed. This re­ 
leases the pressure put on the 
heart and lungs if they are 
displaced from their normal 
positions Even in those cases 
where there are no medical 
reasons for surgery, there may 
be some psychological advan­ 
tages for it. Adolescents must 
not be embarrassed by their 
physical images of themselves. 
Many excellent and safe oper­ 
ations can now restore the 


shape of the chest and spare 
emotional distress. 


I noticed a white rim around 
the pupil of my eye. It doesn't 
interfere with my vision, but 
I am worried about it. None 
of my other elderly friends 
have it and that's what con­ 
cerns me. 
Mr. I. I. T., Manitoba 
Dear Mr. T.: I may be mis­ 
taken, but the white rim that 
you notice is not around your 
pupil but rather is around the 
whole center of the eye, or the 
cornea. If this is so. the con­ 
dition is known as arcus sen­ 
ilis It is an opaque ring which 
is seen frequently in the eld­ 
erly and which rarely affects 
the vision. It does not mean 
that you are a greater candi­ 
date for any eye trouble than 
if it were not present 
The fact that your “age 
colleagues’’ do not have this 
light rim should not disturb 
you. I am certain that they 
have 
their 
own 
conditions 
which may or may not be 
visible to you. 
This gives me a good op­ 
portunity again to tell my 
readers that they cannot com­

symptoms 
Signs 
and 
symptoms belong only to the 
individual who has them, and 
they c a n n o t be used as a 
frame of reference for self- 
diagnosis.

Despite the fact that the law 
now requires interest rates on 
consumer loans to be stated as 
clearly as possible, the sus. 
ptcion exists that many' buyers 
still are unaware of the implW 
cations of the credit age, 
Clearly, credit as a way of life 
Is not only firmly established 
but growing relentlessly,both to 
total amount and as a percent* 
age of disposable Income. Close 
to $120 billion Is outstanding, 
not including home mortgages. 
A 
proper 
understanding of 
credit may not be developing sL 
muitaneously, however, and the 
falling seems to be shared by 
both borrower and lender. 
A survey by the Federal Re­ 
serve Board in July 1969 showed 
considerable confusion among 
heads of households about the 
Interest rates they paid on auto­ 
mobile loans, department store 
credit and even home mort­ 
gages. 
Since then the Truth-ln-Lend­ 
ing Law has gone into effect,re­ 
quiring that lenders state the 
dollar amount 
of 
finance 
charges and the interest as a 
percentage. But can anyone eas­ 
ily understand the charges on 
installment credit? 
Compounding the confusion is 
the sometimes incredible state 
of credit bookkeeping. Holders 
of some credit cards find it al­ 
most Impossible to get errors 
corrected. And in some stores 
the situation is as poor. 
Consider, 
for example, the 
problem involved in a payment 
made but not recorded promptly 
by the creditor. The creditor in­ 
cludes the amount on the next 
bill, 
along 
with an interest 
charge. 
One month after the creditor 
does make note of the payment 


and deduct» it f rom the balance. 
But does the interest charge 
also come off? Not always, and 
not many buyers are likely to 
spot the error either. 
Some users of credit suspect 
that the much touted efficierw 
cies of credit are not so real as 
advertised. They prefer instead 
to pay cash, seek a discount and 
keep their own records. 
In Montebello, Calif., the edi­ 
tor of "W estern Milk & Ice 
C ream ," a Mr. 
Henry Adam 
Morse, complains: 
"Establishments accept credit 
cards willingly, watting 30days 
for their money less part of 
their profit, but when one offers 
cash and asks for a discount it 
produces a financial crisis that 
requires calling the manager." 
Several 
years 
ago 
Morse 
printed up some ** Discount-For- 
Cash" cards and sent them to 
friends. 
Soon he was getting 
orders from all over the country 
for cards at three for $1, al­ 
though they cost him only one 
cent to print. 
So heavy were the orders, he 
says, that "fo r awhile I thought 
I had discovered perpetual mo­ 
tion.” What he had discovered 
were 
individuals 
of sim ilar 
sympathies. 
Another problem of the credit 
age is the matter of controls on 
the proliferation of bank credit 
cards that seem to appear in the 
mails as regularly as "cen ts- 
off*» coupons. Although almost 
casually offered, these cards 
are an A-l claim on the lenda- 
ble funds of the dispensing bank. 
A customer might apply to a 
-bank for $600 in credit to pur­ 
chase furniture to be turned 
down because of tight money. If 
he has the bank’s credit card, 
however, he can buy that furni­ 
ture without a question being 
asked. 


DOUBLE DEALING 
But the mutual fund lobbyists 
got busy to the backrooms to 
out maneuver the SEC. An out­ 
raged SEC 
chairman Hamer 
Budge cam» close to accusing 
them 
of an outright 
‘double 
cro ss" to their dealings with 
the commission. 
He specifically named the In­ 
vestment Company Institute and 
The Association of Mutual Fund 
plan sponsors, which represent 
90 per cent of the $55 billion 
in mutual fund assets in the Un­ 
ited States. Their lobbyists, 
cool and convivial,demonstrat­ 
ed their quiet skill at wheeling 
and double •dealing. 
Here’s the backstage story of 
how they put the screws to the 
SEC and the small investors; 
In the past, the SEC had failed 
to curtail the mutual fund oper­ 
ators’ runaway fees, because 
of the magic they were able to 
work on Capttol Hill. But pub­ 
lic pressure built up last year 
for reforms. 
The powers In Congress ad­ 
vised the SEC, In effect, to work 
up legislation that would molli­ 
fy the public but still be accept­ 
able to the mutual fund opera­ 
tors. Last April, the SEC sat 
down with the br illiant prestdent 
of the ICA, Robert Augenblick, 
to try to reach some agreement. 
In long days of talks, the SEC 
gave up one point after anoth­ 
er. But finally, the SEC thought 
it had an agreement with Aug­ 
enblick and other Industry rep­ 
resentatives that they would not 
block a bill, which would give 
shareholders a right to sue for 
fair fees and would make a few 
other reform s. 
Word 
of 
the 
"agreement** 
reached the Senate, which as­ 
sumed that the securities indus­ 
try would not oppose the weak 
measure and, therefore, passed 
It unanimously. 
Months passed before House 
hearings were set for Nov. 12. 
Two days before the hearings, 
Augenblick informed a dumb­ 
founded Budge that the mutual 
fund operat ors now also wanted 
a self-regulation clause In the 
bill. The effect of this would be 
to nullify the meager reforms.

Caltf., Is fighting a lone battle 
Inside the subcommittee for 
the reform s. He is opposed by 
representatives Bill Stuckley, 
D-Ga„ G. Robert Watkins, R - 
Pa., and Fletcher Thompson, 
R -Ga., who are working behind 
the scenes with the mutual fund 
men to fleece the small inves­ 
tors.

But, Richard Maxwell, who as 
president of the National Better 


¿justness Bureau is widening the 
scope of that group’s self-regiw 
latory endeavors, is the author 
of the quoted statement. 
He 
bases it on complaints reaching 
his office. 
The fringe group, he feels, is 
primarily responsible for vio­ 
lating consumer rights. “ This 
group cares little for its rep­ 
utation or name and is moti­ 
vated solely by the desire for a 
fast buck,” he says. 


The overwhelming majority of 
businessmen, 
he states, are 
’•honest, ethical, and fair in 
their dealings with the Ameri­ 
can consumer, and the vast bulk 
of all transactions are carried 
on with real satisfaction to the 
consuming public.” 
In disagreement are some 
consumer advocates who insist 
that much of the problem of 
consumer dissatisfaction aris­ 
es not from outright dishonesty 


by the fringe but from an over, 
all unresponsiveness by estab­ 
lished businesses. 
— Are some economists al­ 
ready beginning to doubt their 
1970 forecasts? 
If not, they’re 
doubting the estimates made by 
their fellow economists, and 
doing so openly. 
Even some Federal Reserve 
spokesmen 
have been heard 
saying that the monetary res­ 
traints of their agency are of 


doubtful effectiveness. The rea­ 
son for doubts is that the econo­ 
my, as Interpreted by some, 
continues to boom rather than 
hush.

WASHINGTON (AP) —

space agency has announced 
cutbacks on Saturn rocket pro­

A good many consumers who 
have dealt with guarantees that 
limit manufacturer responsibil- 
ity, service industries that don't 
serve, advertising claims that 
exaggerate and so on believe 
the establishment is at fault. 


But, Richard Maxwell, who as 
president of the National Better 


Business Bureau is widening the 
scope of that f rotkp's self-regu- 
latory endeavors, is the author 
of the quoted statement. 
He 


bases It on complaints reaching 
his office. 
The fringe croup, he feels, is 
primarily responsible for vio. 
lating consumer rights. "This 
group cares little for its rep. 
utatton or name and is moti. 
vated solely by the desire for a 
fast buck," he says. 


The overwhelming majority of 


businessmen, 
he states, are 


"honest, ethical, and fair in 
their dealings with the Ameri- 
can consumer, and the vast bulk 
of all transactions are carried 
on with real satisfaction to the 
consuming public." 


In disagreement are some 
consumer advocates who insist 
that much of the problem of 
consumer dissatisfaction arts, 
es not from outright dishonesty 


by the fringe but from an over- 
all unresponsiveness by estab- 
lished businesses. 


— Are some economists al- 
ready beginning to doubt their 
1970 forecasts? If not.they're 
doubting the estimates made by 
their fellow economists, and 
doing so openly. 
Even some Federal Reserve 
spokesmen 
have been heard 


saying that the monetary res- 
traints of their agency are of 


doubtful effectiveness. The rea- 
son for doubts is that the econo- 
my, as Interpreted by some, 
continues to boom rather than 
hush. 


And somehow, Just because 


we are now in calendar 1970, 
the economic fraternity seems 
a little less positive than a 
month ago about what is to occur 
In this first year of the 1970s. 
Their loss of self confidence 
can be compared to the geolo- 


gist who insisted for years that 
the moon was made of dust but 
who began to back down when he 
realized that the real answer, 
from a live observer, was im- 
minent. 
If the economic restraints im- 


posed by the Federal Reserve 
and the Nixon administration do 
not take hold and reduce infla- 
tion, then some fundamental 
economic notions must be re- 
thought.
